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WOOD-PULP STUFF-CHESTS, 


Wooden stuff-chests for bleaching wood pulp 
are about the worst things that can be put into 
a mill. When these are made of white pine 
only a very few months will elapse before the 
tubs will get bleached as well as the pulp, and 
the millwright will get a not over-polite request 
to ‘‘ fix up that wooden stuff-chest.” 

It has been the writer's practice in such cases 
to get out a lot of pine strips, half an inch 
thick, and from 2% to 3 inches wide, and long 
enough to reach from the bottom of the tub to 
above the point reached by the pulp when in 
the tub. These strips were put in place, hand- 
jointed to fit decently, and nailed with 2-inch 
galvanized iron nails. In places where the 
tub staves were badly eaten away, the new 
logs had to be wedged out by means of shin- 
gles, or what was much better, with pieces of 
clapboards, before the nailing was done. 

Wherever there was a knot in the pine staves, 
there the bleach had not taken effect, and the 
wood was as good as new. If the staves could 
have been ‘‘all knot” they would have been 
practically indestructible and the lining not 
needed. It would bea paying investment to 
cut out equal sized pieces of different kinds of 
wood, and nail them in a bleach-chest for the 
purpose of ascertaining which best resists the 
action of the bleach. Probably pine, spruce 
and poplar would be quickly consumed, but 
the writer has an idea that cypress will resist 
better than any wood now used for that pur- 
pose. Hard or pitch pine is also very durable, 
as its structure partakes much more of the 
nature of white pine knots. 

A better material than wood is hard-burned 
bricks; or, better yet, the enameled brick 
sometimes used for ornamental purposes. 
Common brick, covered with cement, gives 
satisfaction when used for bleach cisterns, but 
the tendency of cement to scale off renders its 
use objectionable for stuff-chests. When used 
for bleach tanks the scaling does no damage, 
as the liquor has plenty of time to settle and 
precipitate the particles of cement which may 
be mechanically suspended therein. With 
wood pulp there is no chance for the cement 
to settle, as the pulp must be kept in constant 
motion by an agitator during the time it is 
in the stuff-chest. 

Enameled bricks laid in asphalt-mortar or 
cement will give a tank which will be proof 
to bleach, alkalies, and to nearly all acids. 
Pressed bricks may be laid in the same man- 
ner, and both these and enameled bricks 
should be used for the interior surface only, 
being backed up with an eight or twelve inch 
wall of common hard-burned bricks, laid in 
good cement. 

The act of lining stuff-chests, as above de- 
scribed, is in itself alone almost enough to 
disable the men who doit. The wooden staves 
forming the tubs become completely saturated 
with bleach, and give off gas in abundance 
when the pulp is removed. Some chests 
seem to be much worse than others, and it is 
impossible to remain in them for more than 
fifteen or twenty minutes without coming out 
for fresh air. The writer has on twoor three 
occasions improvised a fan blower for forcing 
a supply of fresh air into these bleach-stuff 
chests while repairs were being made. The 
fan, or rather the exhaust ventilator, was 
mounted in a convenient frame, and set close 
beside the stuff-chest. In one instance there 
was room on top of the chest, and it was 
placed there. A bag, made of canvas, and 
about twelve inches in diameter, served to 
convey air from the fan through the hatchway 
on top of the stuff-chest. By means of strings 


this bag or chute was hung in such a manner 
that the air was discharged directly upon the 
workmen, keeping them from feeling the ef- 
fects of gas ; also keeping them nice and cool. 

A belt thrown upon any convenient pulley 
served to drive the fan, which, rigged for this 
purpose, lightened the tedium of many a hot, 
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muggy day when at work in the wheel-pit or 
beneath the machine or bleach room. 
PORTABLE ENGINES. 

A supply of steam is to be had at almost 
any place in a paper mill, and one of the 
greatest time-saving tools ever placed in a 
millwright’s hands is a little portable engine 
of one-half or one horse-power. Such an en- 
gine can be placed in position in a very few 
minutes, connection being made through a 
rubber hose and all manner of drilling and 
other like work can be done upon the spot. 
An engine of this kind, as designed by the 
writer, had its shaft fitted with a collar and 
nut to receive a circular saw, an eméry wheel, 
a bit chuck and other useful tools, including 
drills. By placing a pulley on the shaft power 
could be taken off by belt, and it was extremely 
useful for driving the ventilating fan when the 
mill was not running or for driving a lathe on 
the drilling machine in case of a shut-down. 

When rebuilding time came along and the 
wheel-pit was to be ‘all dug over,” this little 
engine, driving a fan-pump placed right down 
in the pit, would take out more water with less 
fuss and steam than many of the in- 
jectors, ejectors and steam syphons 
which were cracked up so high by their 
enterprising selling agents. There are 
no valves to clog up in a fan-pump, and 
dirt, clay, chips and other refuse small 
enough to go through will cause no 
trouble by choking passages or by clog- 
ging up the valves. Fit the pump with 
a few feet of wrought iron suction pipe, 
with a delivery nozzle to fit common 
fire hose, and a wheel-pit can be quickly 
and easily pumped out. About all of 
this kind of work comes when power 
is not available either from the wheel 
or engine, and far too much comes on 
Sunday. There has been a great quan- 
tity of 

SUNDAY WORK 
ever since paper mills were invented. 
There is a lot of it done now and 
probably always will be, but it is becoming 
less and less every year. Still, far too 
much is done now—far more than is really 
necessary or profitable. There is no neces- 
sity for a millwright to go into a mill to take 
up belts on Sunday, neither has he any busi- 
ness to be leveling up shafting or putting in 
new stuff spouts and water-pipes. 

If a water-wheel step gets down it has to be 
renewed, but if that wheel is so situated that 
the mill must shut down and a thousand 
tons of water be drawn to waste, then it is 
time that the mill should be rebuilt by an en- 
gineer who knows his business, Perhaps a 
shaft gives out, breaks short off in the pulley 
or bearing, for instance, and the mill has to 
**stop short, never to go again” until repairs 
have been made, or patched up so ‘twill ‘‘ run 
till Sunday.” Such engineering or millwright- 
ing needs overhauling, and the ship needs a 
better man at the wheel. Not long ago a 2- 
inch shaft carried a 36-inch pulley, having 20- 
inch face. A 10-inch belt refused to do the 
work required of it and a 16-inch belt was 
put in its place. The pulley in question was 
midway between two bearings, seven feet apart. 
One Saturday afternoon this shaft ‘‘let go.” 
It had got tired of bending back and forth 
two inches 120 times per minute, or 165,600 
times every twenty-four hours, It had been 
running thirteen months, and had bent itself 
back and forth 55,972,800 times before it be- 
came discouraged, and “let go” just inside 
of the pulley hub. The millwright had to 
take it down and weld it on Sunday. The 
*‘old man” wondered ‘‘ why that, shaft 
broke,” and never remembered the mill- 
wright’s numerous warnings that it was over- 
loaded, and should be replaced by a 3 or 3% 
inch shaft. Here was a *‘‘ case of necessity” 
for Sunday work, which was made necessary 
by ‘‘snide’”’ engineering on the part of some 
mill architect, and furthermore by negligence 
on the owner's part in not heeding the sug- 
gestion of his millwright. 

There is hardly a case of Sunday work that 
cannot be overcome by the judicious use of 
brains by the owner, millwright and mill 
architect, Even the fireman, who comes in 
on Sunday and works all day to get his boil- 
ers cleaned up, the ashes taken out of the 
combustion chamber, and the tubes scraped, 





is doing neediess work on a day when he 
ought to and could be at rest. Give this mill 
an extra boiler, or battery of boilers, for a 
reserve in case of accident, and there will be 
no occasion for Sunday work in this boiler- 
room, With an extra boiler, the fireman can 
let down any boiler that he has got, and put 
it in excellent form at his leisure. “If he finds 
anything wrong, or a seam leaking, it does 
not have to “‘ go til Sunday” before receiv- 
ing the necessary repairs. Here Sunday 
work is dispensed with by the designer of the 
mill, and he can do the same thing in many 
other parts of the plant. 

In the engine-room, for instance, the engine 
is expected to shut down one-half hour each 
night and morning for the purpose of oiling 
up; if this is not done it is simply a good point 
neglected and it is the owner’s fault if the 
benefit of such a course is lost to his mill. 
When it is practised the engineer has no busi- 
ness in the mill on Sunday. His needed re- 
pairs and adjustments should all be met or 
made while they are trifling and small, or in 
fact, ‘‘ just before they are needed.” The

engine need never have an extensive over- 
hauling if the little things about it are looked 
after, and here is where the engineer’s brains 
are wanted if he wishes to get rid of that bug- 
bear, Sunday work. 

The writer has worked in mills wherein Sun- 
day work was totally unknown, and yet that 
mill ran regularly twenty-three and a half 
hours every day and six days each week. 
Again, in certain other mills, everything was 
done on Sunday. Even the machine-tenders 
were required to change the wire and put on 
new felts on Sunday, if by any means the 
operations could be made to come upon that 
day. With all of this Sunday work the mill 
wherein it is done was in no better condition 
than the first-named mill which required no 
Sunday work whatever of its mechanics. 

The present movement toward shutting 
down paper mills on Saturday night, and re- 
maining down until Monday morning, is a 
movement in just the right direction, and it is 
sure to be adopted in the end. 

There is a certain peculiarity of construction 
present in all known matter which renders 
such matter capable of great wear or work, if 
the pressure of such wear and work be applied 
slowly, with regular intervals of rest. A bar 
of iron will bear a great weight if that weight 
is placed upon the iron gradually, and with 
regular resting spells ; but if the weight should 
be regularly advanced without giving the iron 
any rest, it will soon break, even when loaded 
far below the strain/it is capable of sustaining 
when properly loaded. A man will bear 
heavy burdens and ¢omplete vast undertak- 
ings if he proceeds wisely to the work, with 
systematic periods of rest, but he will break 
down long before his work is completed if he 
throws himself into the work without proper 
rest or relaxation. 

So again, it is with a mill. Give it a little 
rest and it will turn out better work, do more 
of it, and last longer before it must be rebuilt. 
There is some chance to do repairs without 
working on Sunday, if we cannot plan and 
figure to do them on week days, and there is 
not the constant strain upon all of the em- 
ployees that becomes necessary in running 
from Sunday night to Sunday morning. The 
general movement of all labor is toward a 
smaller number of hours, and it is not to be 





expected that paper makers will be entirely 
exempt, comprising as they do most intelli- 
gent men. Therefore, let all new mills be 
built to dispense with Sunday work, all owners 
be taught to avoid it, and all millwrights be 
educated to ingeniously avoid Sunday work 
by doing it during the week. It can be done, 
and how to do it will be practically demon- 
strated in a large majority of the paper mills 
of this country before many years have 


passed. 
Rag-Cleaning Machine. 








Simplicity and durability are claimed 
to be features of the rag-cleaning machine of 
which an illustration is given and which has 
been devised for removing substances which 
have escaped the sorting and dusting pro- 
cesses. 

The carrier A is used to deliver the rags to 
the machine when the location of the supply 
renders such a device necessary. The other 
parts constitute the cleaning machinery proper. 
An inclined trough, B, receives the rags at its 
upper end and allows them to slide 
to the lower end. 

C is a smooth plate of sheet metal 
or other suitable substance for the rags 
to strike upon when they enter the 
machine, for the purpose of reducing 
the friction and preventing the accu- 
mulation of the rags at this point. 

In the trough B is arranged a grating 
or rack composed of a series of rods, 
D D, E E, &c., over which the rags 
must slide, and by means of which the 
cleaning is effected. The rods D D, 
&c., are upon one plane, while the 
rods, E E, &c., are in a different plane 
and are located under the spaces be- 
tween the rods D D, &c. 

By the arrangement described the 
rags in their passage down the trough 
B are continually falling upon one of 
the lower rods E, rolling again over 
one of the upper rods D, and so on in 
succession. The space between the rods is 
not sufficient to allow the rags to fall through, 
but will allow the passage of dust, metals, &c. 
By this device these substances are removed, 
the separation being assisted by the rolling and 
falling action described. 

Below the grating there is a bottom, F, of 
the trough B, for the purpose of catching the 
substances which are separated. This bot- 
tom is cut away at /, so that the refuse slides 
down the bottom until this opening is reached 
and then empties into the box G. The cleaned 
rags leave the trough at 4, and may be allowed 
to empty there, or may be taken by a carrier 
and delivered to a second cleaning-machine 
like that described, if desired. 

The size and position of the rods forming 
the grating described may be proportioned to 
suit the quality of material to be treated, but 
in all cases follow the principle of alternation 
in different planes. 





A Morning at the Cowan Paper 
Mills. 


The little river North Esk, which 
passes beneath the crumbling walls of Roslin 
Castle and the beautiful Roslin Chapel, runs, 
a few miles farther up, past the town of Peni- 
cuick, which has grown up from the paper- 
making industries established in 1708 by the 
Queen's printer, Adrian Watkins. 

The little stream that sufficed to furnish 
power for the early manufacture now fur- 
nishes less than one-tenth of the power for 
the great mills which give employment to 
nearly one thousand people, 

The most noticeable feature of their steam- 
producing plant is the use of the self-feeding 
stokers and their accompanying smoke-con- 
suming appliances, which give the maximum 
of coal combustion with the minimum of 
smoke ; these appliances are known to a cer- 
tain extent in the United States, but by no 
means so well as they should be, both for 
economy and cleanliness. 

Access to paper mills in Great Britain is not 
easy, but provided with a letter of introduction 
the utmost courtesy was shown. 

The finishing department has most to de- 
mand the attention of a visitor familiar with 





paper manufacture. Here the web calenders 
are simply colossal in height and width. The 
plating-room has a supply of platers equal to 
all that the mills at home are now using, while 
the plater girls could give lessons to ours in 
rapid work that would astonish them. The 
use of sheet calenders seems to be unknown 
on this side, but the dry cutter is a marvel of 
ingenious construction and accurate work ; it 
cuts the paper with such exactness that it can 
be put up with no need of further trimming, 
even to meet the demands of the government 
in its ‘‘ localized water-mark ” paper. 

Nor are papers ‘* finished” completely, as we 
understand the term finished ; the papers are 
simply counted and folded—the notes in the 
double sheet—and are thus sent, untrimmed 
as well as without ruling or stamping, to 
the stationer. The mills rule nothing. 

The gelatine size room is a model in its con- 
struction and in the cleanliness of its manage- 
ment. Not the least odor of any kind is 
noticeable in it. 

These are the salient features which com- 
mand the attention of one accustomed to the 
manufacture of paper. It is, however, notice- 
able that the improved styles of dusters are 
not in use there, while the girls have their 
knives placed at an angle of thirty degrees, 
with the point leaning to that extent toward 
them. 


A long article could be written on the manu- 
facture of paper trom esparto by their im- 
proved processes, but it would be of no practi- 
cal value at present to our paper makers. 

The processes of the Messrs. Cowan for re- 
claiming soda ash are most ingenious and are 
forced on them by the laws prohibiting the 
pollution of streams, as well as induced by 
considerations of economy. When similar 
legislation in the United States compels such 
care we will do well to consider the methods 
of the Messrs, Cowan, who also recover, by 
mechanical arrangements, but do not use, 
the lime and other chemicals, as well as the 
washing from the machine, &c., so that 
one would not suspect that the little river 
had received the wash-water for paper making 
on so large a scale, when one sees it lower 
down in the beautiful district which Scott 
describes as follows : 

Sweet are the paths and passing sweet 
By Esk’s fair stream, that run 

O’er airy steep, through copsewood deep, 
Impervious to the sun, 

The family of Cowan has carried on unin- 
terruptedly the manufacture of paper here 
since 1770. Hand making was discontinued 
so lately as 1849. 

During the past few years they have made 
a class of papers similar to the popular 
American styles ; it is termed loft-dried paper, 
and is cut dry from the machine, then sized 
by dipping each sheet in animal sizing, 
and it is dried as our American tub-sized 
papers, on poles.—American Stationer,

Waterproofing Paper. 





By treating paper with a mixture of bi- 
sulphide of carbon and maltha it will acquire 
new properties and a new character to such a 
degree that it becomes a new article of manu- 
facture and of commerce. 

In this mixture the various well-known prop- 
erties of various substances may be employed 
to produce their natural effect—such as, for in- 
stance, asphalt, which tends to make the com- 
pound more tenacious and adds body to it; 
sulphur, which furnishes hardness and smooth- 
ness of surface, but makes it more brittle when 
it becomes dry ; rosin, which tends to make 
the compound flow more freely, and also adds 
hardness to it; paraffine, which makes it 
more elastic and pliable. Therefore, when de- 
sirable to give the compound special charac- 
teristics for special purposes, a proportion may 
be added to the compound of any of these sub- 
stances. Dirt and all impurities should be re- 
moved from the maltha, if found therein, as 
they tend to injure the mixture. 

The compound is made very limpid and 
suitable for saturating paper for some uses 
by mixing forty parts of bisulphide of carbon 
with sixty parts of refined maltha in its solid 
form ; itis made extremely heavy and stiff by 
mixing twenty-five parts of the bisulphide of

maltha and twenty-five parts of refined 
asphalt. This mixture is as thick in con- 
sistency as it could well be applied with a 


brush, and it would be of extreme hardness 
after being applied. In this form the com- 
pound would answer very well for covering 
coarse paper for roofs and surfaces exposed to 
the elements and not subject to abrasion ; but 
even for such purposes it is preferred to mix 
the compound with thirty-four parts bisul- 
phide of carbon and sixty-six parts refined 
maltha. 

This would be a good form of the com- 
pound for most of the uses to which paper 
painted or saturated with it would generally 
be applied. 

The mixture is applied while cold to paper, 
either with a brush or by saturation, or in any 
It may be applied either 
For some 


convenient manner. 
on both sides or on one side only. 
purposes it would be desirable to apply it on 
one side only—such as, for instance, on the 
back side of wall-paper in papering rooms. In 
such cases the paper would be made less com- 
bustible, and would be strengthened and pro- 
tected against the effects of the elements 
which might reach it through the walls of the 
house, and the room itself would be more 
nearly weather-proof, while the embellished 
face of the paper would be left with its beauty 
unimpaired. 


Paper treated with the mixture is made 


waterproof, and in a very high degree imper- | 
vious to the elements, and is less easily burned | 


than common paper. It.can be made of 
greater elasticity or of increased stiffness, ac- 
cording to the uses for which it is intended and 
the consistency of the compound with which 
it is treated. For wrapping-paper and paper 
bags and similar purposes it should be treated 
with the compound in a more limpid condition, 
while paper intended for roofing purposes and 
for protecting surfaces exposed to the elements 
should be treated with the compound of the 
thicker consistency. 


Although the compound is applied to the 
paper cold, it very soon dries and attains the 
normal degree of hardness which it is desired 
that it should perpetually maintain when the 
paper treated is applied to its intended use. 
In this respect it differs from compounds here- 
tofore used, which have to be applied hot, and 
which harden as they cool; or, if they are 
soft when they are cold, remain soft an indefi- 
nite length of time after being applied, and 
the articles treated with them are liable to 
smear whatever they come in contact with. 


Paper treated with the mixtures above de- 
scribed is said to be made stronger and tougher 
and to retain its pliability. It possesses a 
smooth dry surface or finish and will not 
smear or rub. There is sucha complete union 
between the paper and the mixture with 
which it is treated that it will not peel, crack 
or harden or otherwise change the surface. 
The process is carried on at normal tempera- 
ture as regards both the paper and the mixture 
and the fibre of the paper is not burned or in- 
jured in any manner. By treatment with the 
mixtures paper is rendered less inflammable 
than untreated paper. In addition to its 


waterproof qualities the treated paper is odor- 
less.

Business is moving along comfortably 
this week without any particular changes in 
the nature of the demand or supply. All of 
the mills are doing a fair business, with a suf- 
ficient number of orders ahead to’ cover the 
product. 
run extra time last Saturday in order to make 
up a part of the time lost through the two 
nights of idleness caused by low water. This 
week the water has been higher in the river, 
and it is hoped that the paper mills will not 
be obliged to lose any more time on this ac- 
count. In looking around among the mills I 
find that fine writings are having a very good 
movement, with prices unchanged. There is 
a quiet, steady demand for book papers at 
current prices, and there is little disposition to 
shade. News remains quiet and unchanged 
in value. Manillas are moving somewhat 
sluggishly and at very low prices. The stock 
market does not exhibit any material improve- 
ment and the demand for foreign rags is very 
light. Prices are somewhat unsteady and 
there seems to be no fixed schedule. Domes- 
tics, choice lots, are more readily disposed of, 
but prices are far from satisfactory to the 
dealers. 


The topic which is receiving the most atten- 
tion in manufacturing and business circles this 
week is the recent developments in the affairs 
of George M. Bartholomew, until recently 
president of the Holyoke Water-Power Com- 
pany. The daily newspapers have told the 
story of his business complications, but it 
seems as if the whole story has not yet been 
told. Mr. Bartholomew has been very unfor- 
tunate in his affairs, and has had considerable 
sympathy shown him, but his leaving Hart- 
ford for Canada has caused much adverse 
criticism. Mr. Bartholomew has been presi- 
dent of the Water Power Company for twenty- 
six years, and has had the confidence of his 
associates, as well as that of the manufacturers 
who dealt with him. At one time he was a 
large stockholder in the company, but he dis- 
posed of his shares not long ago, and it is 


| thought that the corporation will not be affected 


by his losses. His successor, J. B. Stebbins, 
of Springfield, will only fill out Mr. Bartholo- 
mew’s unexpired term, the annual meeting 
coming in May. The policy of the company 
wll not be changed. It is thought that 
$1,000,000 of Mr. Bartholomew’s paper is out, 
but of that amount not over $15,600 is held ‘by 
the banks of this city.

The large number of visitors to Boston 
this week, occasioned by the anniversary ses- 
sion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd 
Fellows, gives additional activity to the 
streets. It is estimated that the number of 
visitors in town will reach 30,000. The visit- 
ing Odd Fellows have been numerously enter- 
tained and the hospitality of Boston opened to 
them. ‘ 

To-day the streets are densely lined with 
spectators to witness the great street parade of 
the order. 

The general improvement in business as 
noted throughout the country is exerting a 
good influencein the papertrade. Manufac- 
turers are well supplied with orders and paper 
dealers are moving paper in good quantities. 

Paper-stock dealers, however, do not seem 
as yet to be getting the trade that indications 
have all along pointed to. While orders for 
paper stock are being daily received, the busi- 
ness is without speculative feeling and devoid 


of snap. Still a change in the conditions of | 


the paper-stock market is liable to be noted 
any day, for it seems to be understood that 
the quantity of paper stock supposed to be in 
Store for immediate ‘wants is small. There is 
also some talk among importers of slightly 
changing their policy of business, and instead 
of importing paper stock for a market and 
storing it they propose to import only on 
orders. 

Uncertainty and doubt still characterize the 
free entry of rags from non-infected ports, 
but it is expected that some modified orders 
will soon be issued by the Board of Health. 
Until such orders are officially issued the trade 
is unable to resume the importation of rags. 
A modification in the now existing absurd 
regulations, such as will admit rags freely 
into this port, will be a welcome announce- 
ment to the trade generally, and to railroad

The imports of chemicals for the week to 
date comprise 979 casks of bleaching powder, 
| 501 drums of caustic soda, 362 casks of soda 
ash, 280 barrels of soda crystals, and 70 casks

of rags, 170 bales of paper stock, 336 bales of 
paper waste, 100 bales of flax waste, 659 bales 
of old bagging, 23 bales of old rope, and 149 
bales of cotton waste.

Although population goes on 
increasing, calling for additional supply 
of paper, and it being a well-known fact 
that the ratio used per head was never 
higher, our exports have decreased, both 
as regards value and quantity. Further- 
more, if we turn to our imports we find that 
the paper we are purchasing from foreign 
countries has enormously increased, both 
as regards value and quantity. * * * 
In our home trade we are no better off.” 
This is, indeed, an unpleasant pqsition for 
English paper makers to be in. Suffering 
from foreign enterprise in their markets | 
at home and abroad, not extending tut | 
losing their trade in both directions, they | 
must have convincing evidence of the 
wonderful blessing of unlimited competi- 
tion. | 


A PERMANENT exhibition of American 
manufactures at Hamburg is urged by 
the United States consul at that point. 
Mr. Lang does not think that there is any | 
system better calculated to impress upon | 
foreign buyers the desirability of our | 
goods, and he remarks that the German | 
imitations of American products convey | 
the idea that American styles are in de- 
mand, and that the genuine articles would 
be bought.

RECENTLY in conversation with a mill | 
hand we endeavored to get at the true 
state of feeling as to strikes and were 
pleased to learn that THE JOURNAL'S 
views on the subject of strikes are gen- 
erally concurred in by the working paper 
makers. We have asked the question 
more than once since then and find that 
the men are content with wages and like 
their trade, although there is some com- | 
plaint of too constant friction with em- 
ployers and foremen, a difficulty easily | 
accounted for by the difference in dispo- 
sitions and the probable want of mutual | 
consideration. But there is undoubtedly | 
a deep-seated feeling of opposition to 
the hours of labor atthe opening and 
close of the week and we are convinced 
that the chief dissatisfaction, perhaps tlre | 
only one of any moment, is with the custom 
of running the mill until midnight on 
Saturday and of starting up at the same 
hour on Sunday. In this regard we do 
not think that the men are unreasonable 
and they are entitled to credit for their 
forbearance. In any other line of trade 
but that of paper making, taking into con- 
sideration the understood sentiment of 
the hands on this subject, there would 
have been a strike long ago, not local but 
general and extending to every mill 
where the hours of labor are thus pro- 
longed.

These men feel that 
their request for shorter hours is neither 
immoderate nor unreasonable and they 
should be met fairly without any dodging 
of the issue. We are constrained to be- 
lieve that much depends upon the settle-

ONE of the daily papers charges that 
the reports of our consuls as issued from 
the State Department at Washington are 
garbled, and made to serve as the vehicle 
for free trade opinion. It is claimed that 
the work of editing done under the super- 
vision of some of the minor government 
officials is systematically conducted with 
a view to the suppression of facts, figures 
or statements which are adverse to free 
trade theories. We have for some time 
been of the belief that there was some- 
thing queer about the injection of foreign

‘Trade Talks. 


Perry Holman, New York.—Yes, 1 have 
been in the paper-stock business for twenty 


| two years, and during that time the trade has 


made a great change. One used to be able to 
sell stock as soon as it was collected, sorted and 
baled, and there was not the system of dicker- 
ing over prices that there is now. During the 
war domestic stock was mostly used and the 
amount of foreign stock which was imported 
was very small. The mills bought largely 
through the paper houses, such as Ayer & 
Ames, and H. C. Hulbert & Co., and the largest 
regular stock house at that time was Sergeant 
& Hunt, the senior member of which firm was 
the father of the present members of the firm 
of Sergeant Brothers. In those days we used 
to get 6%c. for German solid{manilla rope, 614 
to 7c. for German shavings, 15 to 18c, for 
white shirt cuttings, while cuttings from sol- 
diers’ blue overcoats brought $1 per pound, 
and were eagerly taken at that. Wood pulp 
was unknown, and in those days money was 
made in the paper-stock line.

Obituary. 





AvucustT HoeEn. 

August Hoen, the well-known member of 
the lithographing firm of A. Hoen & Co., 
Baltimore, Md., died suddenly on the 21st 
inst., at his residence at Waverly, of apoplexy. 
Mr. Hoen was born in Hoen, Duchy of War- 
saw, Germany, December 28, 1820. His 
father, Martin Hoen, was a farmer and burgo- 
master, who served as a soldier and fought at 
Waterloo against Napoleon. The family emi- 
grated to this country, and landed in Balti- 
more in 1835. August Hoen, upon his arrival 
in Baltimore, at once commenced the business 
of lithography with E. Weber. A map of the 
projected Baltimore and Ohio Railroad was 
one of the first pieces of work executed by 
them. In 1848 Mr. Weber died, and the firm 
became and has since been known as A. Hoen 
& Co. This house has now become one of the 


most extensive of its kind south of New York. 
It was the first that introduced lithography in 
the government reports, and has filled numer- 
ous contracts with the departments at Wash-

Water-Marks. 





While, in these days, the water-marks | 


in paper are in use as trade-marks, their 
primary purpose in the earlier days was to 
denote the size and quality of the paper, and it 
is well known that some of the signs which 
are known to us to-day owe their titles to the 


marks which were formerly used in papers. | 


The fool's cap and bells, employed as a water- 
mark, gave the name to “‘foolscap;” while 
the same use of a representation of a post- 
man’s horn gave the name to ‘‘ post” paper. 
When hand-made paper was in vogue, the 


water-marks were not as neat and regular as on | 


the paper made later on machines, and to the 
method of manufacture may be ascribed many 
of the irregularities which are noticed in the 
study of these marks. 

One of the earliest marks was a circle sur- 
mounted by a cross, and it is met with in the 


paper of an account book, beginning in the | 


year 1301, and which is now preserved in the 
records at the Hague. Later, we find water- 
marks of a pig or pot, and toward the latter 
part of the fourteenth century the pot and the 
post-horn, which appeared in 1376, were the 


principal marks, and are to be frequently found 


in paper made in the Low Countries. Other 
marks were the unicorn, the anchor and the 
bull’s head, ‘‘P” and ** Y,” being the initials 
of Philip, Duke of Burgundy, ‘and Duchess 
Isabella, whose name was generally spelled with 
aY. Prior to the Duke's marriage in 1430 the 
single initial ‘‘ P” is found, but subsequent to 
that date the two initials are found woven to- 
gether, or else surrounded bya shield or band. 

The initials or armorial bearings of noble- 
men or men of note were also used as marks. 
In St. Jerome's ‘‘ Oxford Book,” printed at 
the university in 1468, the paper is marked 
with the representation of a hound, and this 


same mark is found in the paper of a Dutch | 


bible, printed at Delft more than ten years 
later. It was also a practice to mark paper 
with emblems appropriate to the subject mat- 
ter of the printing. In the early Bible, printed 
at Strasburg by Eggesteun, the paper on which 


the two ‘‘Books of Kings” is printed is |

How little he dreamed of what Yankee in- 
genuity could accomplish. Not long after the 
issue of notes printed on this security paper, 
the most perfect counterfeits the bank ever 
had to contend with were put in circulation. —
